Be it known to you, moft exccllent Sir, (favs this Gen- 
theman) that I am, at Jeaft, ‘Third in Power, in an Ifland 
called Utepia,y which, with another adjacent one, the new 
A‘antis, formsa powerful Kingdom. A bold hofpitable fort 
of People, but withal fo ftiff-necked and obftinate, that it 
is found almott impoffible to perfuade them out of their Senfes, 
or to convince them that I and one or two more under my 
Direction, fhould underfland their Intereft and Profperity, 
better than they do themfelves. | 

The Archon (fuch is the Title of the chief Magiftrate) 
of thefe Dominions is fo circumfcribed in his Power, by a 
Parcel of old obfolete Laws, that he is obliged to ask the 
Content of his Grand Council to keep up an Army, and to 
impoie Taxes.

at none of the Competitors can offer better 
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For tho’ I have fomewhat elfe to do than.to read Books 
(however I muft own my Ignorance of Gecegraphy mifleads 
me now and then intoa Blunder) to be governed by their 
Authority, or to mind | recedents; yet I am affured by 
fome of my Mercenaries, who read and write for me, that 
notwithftanding the Fertility of Poland, yet Money does not 
abound there ; which they maintain is inttrely owing to the 
Excellence of your Laws and Cuftoms. 

Nor can they ever be fufficiently applauded by one, fince © 
it has ever been my Maxim, that the fureft Method to pre- 
vent Infurrections, and to preferve the good People in a 
quiet State, is to cnflave them ; and that to make them hap- 
pv, and free them of all burthenfome Cares, is to impoverifh 
them. For while they poffefs Liberty and Money, they 
will be mutinous, factious, and turbulent, and confequently, 
will impudently ftrive to preferve thofe Trifles, to their own . 
sreat Detriment, and to the Moleftation of the Infolence 
and Tranquillity of us, their Superiors and Governors. 

It is moreover affured me, that when your King is eleét- 
ed, his Power is very extenfive, that your Nobles are abfo- 
lute, and the People Slaves. Moft excellent Conftitution ! 
envied Condition! this alfo hath been the Scheme I have 
ever been purfuing, with this only Difference, that in order 
to obviate all Difficulties, and purely to preferve Peace and 
Quiet, I will make all the Pe/atines my Penfioners, For, 
as I conceive, they are as ambitious of Preferment, and as 
fufceptible of Gratuities as the Primates of Utopia.
